Attorney Generel Sorensen has 
a polite letter from the president 
of the Western Insurance bureau 
at Chicago, one of the two associa­ 
tions of insurance 
companies re- 
rently repmrted to have put into 
force 
the ' so-called “separation" 
policy of requirii^ their agents in 
this territory to rease writing In­ 
surance for other ccnnpafiles tbat 
pay higher rates of commission, in 
which U» e writer denies that any­ 
thing is being done or will be done 
to violate the laws of Nebraska.

Good simple food, with variety, 


from day to day. That costs trouble, 
principally. 


While designaUng a child health 


day, 
the government might think of 


the mother's health also, and the 
disgraceful fact that this 
nation 
leads all others, civilized, in 
the 


number of mothers that die in child 
birth, for lack of competent atten- 
tion. 
If a sow is about to have a litter, 


or a cow a calf, the government 
stands ready to advise and 
help 
through the agricultural 
depart- 


ment. 
For the expectant mother, there 


is no such help.

The elec- 
trons, revolving around the nuclei 
are stripped off, and shot into space 
Trie nuclei, left alone are packed 
one against another, with no space 
separating them from their elec- 
trons and from each other. It is as 
though you stripped away the plan- 
ets from suns in space and packed 
the suns solidly together in a lump. 
That would be heavy. 


An electron, in proportion to its 


size, is as far 
from its central 


nucleus, as the sun is from the 
earth. 
Each atom is a little solar system, 


so small you do not notice a million 
of those systems in the corner of 
your eye. Our universe is really too 
complicated, at least for our feeble 
minds.

NATURE TAKES A HAND. 
There was a large increase in the acreage of winter 


\vheat planted last fall. Kansas, which leads the na- 
tion In production of the grain, put more land to 
wheat than any year since 1918, and the acreage was 
cnly slightly less than in that peak season. Hundreds 
•f thousands of acres of cheap land in Texas Pan- 
.inndle, which is being gradually cultivated, were 
Wanted. Oklahoma, which also produces much wheat, 
has more than the normal acreage. 


Thoughout the winter wheat belt conditions were 


-.deal during the planting season, and throughout the 
winter.there was an abundance of moisture. The seed 
germinated splendidly, and the fields made excellent 
growth before cold set in. There was a minimum'of 
loss through winter killing. All evidence pointed to 
a largely increased production of winter tv-hsat, which 
in view of the decline in prices during the last few 
months, might be anticipated as an additional de- 
pressing factor. But nature has been exerting pres- 
sure to offset the natural economic effects. Tempera- 
tures have ranged unusually high throughout the 
Southeast wheat belt on the heels of an extensive 
dry spell. 


In recent days there have been widespread reports 


of damage to wheat in Kansas, Oklahoma, and por- 
tions of Texas. The result has been to revive a droop- 
ing market. It has a familiar echo. There is never 
a season passes that does not bring forth reports of 
extensive crop damage, and it is customary to kill 
the wheat crop at least twice before harvesting it. 
But If it does actually develop that dry spring weath- 
er and high winds have damaged wheat, there is the 
very strong likelihood the farmer will receive as 
much as ftc otherwise grould had he harvested a 
bumper yield. That is the paradoxical side of the 
wheat business. An abnormally large crop means 
lower prices. A reduced yield means higher prices. 
The amount which the farmer receives generally re- 
mains the same. And yet there are few farmers who 
do not rejoice "over a large crop> and correspondingly 
become depressed when climatic conditions cut down 
his yield. It is a perfectly normal and natural reac- 
tion for the creative instinct is strong within all of us, 
and the vast majority of farmers take a deep pride 
» raising largft yields of wheat. It is not difficult 
to wwSerstand why he is in continual revolt against 
the economic fact that he would probabl" fare just 
as well with a smaller" crop. 
f 


Nebraska has been more fortunate than some of the 


states to the south. The government crop report, 
issued this week, contains the encouraging informa- 
tion that there has been nd appreciable damage to 
wheat, although it has been dry and windy during 
April. The fields are in good to excellent condition, 
A. E. Anderson, the federal crop statistician declares, 
and with opportune rainfall should be expected to 
produce abundantly. 


The situation does have a bearing uponjthe opera- 


tions and program of the federal farm board, how- 
ever, its campaign to stimulate wheat prices has been 
lar from satisfactory. Today, when wheat should be 
commanding the highest price since the period Just 
in advance of tlrs harvest is usually one when the 
grain commands a good demand, prices are lower 
than a year ago. In spite of every move which the 
board made, wheat continued to drop in price, owing 
to the huge accumulated surplus, until reports of 
crop damage were circulated. 


Now it is likely that the board will point to advanc- 


ing wheat prices as a proof that it has succeeded in 
its objective. Yet, it would be difficult to unearth 
a more clear-cut, convincing example of the working 
of the old economic law of supply and demand, than 
in the case of wheat at this time. If the winter wheat 
belt harvests less graJn. coupled with the promised 
material reduction of acreage in the spring wheat 
belt, prices are likely to move upward, depending en- 
tirely upon the anticipated production. The farm 
board Is an incident. While the craze Is on in this 
country for artificial methods, it would be well for 
every thoughtful man and woman to examine the 
facts carefully. 


OUR LEVEL-HEADED EX-PRESIDENT. 


Calvin Coolidge says he has not the slightest In- 


clination or purpose of returning to public life, and 
his announcement in that regard will be accepted by 
his countrymen as expressing his real sentiments. 
Mr. Coolidge not only does not care to be president 
again, but he is equally cold toward the suggestion 
that he re-enter the arena of governmental'affairs as 
a member of the senate. 


The same native wisdom and common sense that 


characterized his acts and utterances during the five 
and a half years he was in the White House mani- 
fests itself in the view he takes of his present situa- 
tion and the propriety of an ex-president's attempt- 
ing to "come back" in a Dolitical way. • 


Why should Mr. Coolidge exchange his comfortable 


status as a private citizen, free to come and go as he 
pleases and to spend his time in such pursuits as he 
may find agreeable, for another, whirl at the politi- 
cal game? 


He has already held the higbpst office to which an 


American citizen may aspire, and after serving in 
it has left a creditable record of a successful adminis- 
tration, with the esteem and affection of the people 
following himself and his wife, upon their retire- 
ment, back to their home in Northampton. His place 
in history is secure, and even though he might be 
successful in making another bid for presidential 
honors he could hardly hope to add anything which 
would substantially enhance his prestige. 
On the 


other hand, many thines could happen to diminish it. 


It appears, therefore, that Mr. Coolidge has chosen 


wisely in his determination to remain a private 
citizen. 


His post-administration career rather effectually 


answers the silly talk heard every now and then that 
the United States ought to pension its ex-presidents, 
or have them serve for life as senators at large, or 
in some advisory capacity to the government. 


The country has more admiration and respect for 


plain Mr. and Mrs. Coolidge. living quietly among their 
old friends and neighbors in Vermont, than it would 
have for them as perpetual hangers-on in Washing- 
ton, after leaving the White House. It is in line wttn 
the best American tradition that a president who 
comes from the ranks of the common people, as most 
of our presidents have done, should return thereto 
at the end of his tenure. 


The salary of $75,000 a year paid to the president, 


plus liis annual allowance of $25,000 for traveling ex- 
penses, with an extensive retinue of attendants and 
servants paid by the government, is not only ample 
to cover his family expenses at Washington, but also 
allows a sufficient margin for saving and investment, 
as has been amply demonstrated in the case of Mr. 
Coolidge. The theory that a retiring president is an 
object of public charity and that the government 
owes him a living for the rest of his days is not in 
.ccord with democratic .principles. 
Mr. Coolidge not only saved a large part of his of- 


ficial salary, but the prominence he still enjoys en- 
ables him to command a large income from writing 
and in other ways. Doubtless he feels the same 
satisfaction in making his own living that anyone 
else would. Certainly th» people of the United States 
think a whole lot more of him as one of themselves, 
earning his keep by personal effort, than they would 
f Be were a public pensioner.

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NATURE TAKES A HAND. 


There wse s Isrge Incresee In the scresge of winter 
wheat planted last fall. Kansas, which leads the na­ 
tion In production of the grain, put more land to 
wheat than any year since 191S, and the acreage was 
rnly slightly less than in that peak sea.^on. Hundreds 
f thousands of acres of cheap land in Texas Pan- 
i'ndle, which Is b eing gradually cultiv ated, were 
lanted. Oklahoma, which also produces much wheat, 
h.is more than the normal acreage. 
Thoughout the winter wheat b elt conditions were 
Ideal during the planting ,sea.son. and throughout the 
'Vinter.there was an ab undance of moisture. The seed 
■rrrmtnated splendidly, and the fields made excellent 
irowth b efore cold set In. There was a minimum of 
lass through winter killing. 
All ev idence pointed to 
largely lncrea.sed production of winter wheat, which 
in v iew of the decline In iwlces during the last few 
inontha, might b e anticipated as an additimial de- 
;>i-esslng factor. But nature has b een exerting pres­ 
ure to offset the natural economic effects. Tempera­ 
tures hav e ranged unusually high throughout the 
.Southeast wheat b elt on the heels ol an extensiv e 
dry spell. 
In recent days there hav e b een widespread reports 
of damage to wheat in Kansas, OMahoma, and por­ 
tions of Texas. Ttie result has b een to rev iv e a droop­ 
ing market. It has a familiar echo. There is nev er 
a season passes that does not b ring forth reports of 
extensiv e crop damage, and it Is cust<xnary to kill 
the wheat crop at lea.st twice b efore harv esting It. 
But If It does actually dev elop that dry spring weath­ 
er and high winds hav e damaged wheat, there is the 
v ery strong likelihood the farmer will receiv e as 
much as fie otherwi.se grould had he harv ested a 
b umper yield. 
That is the paradoxical side of the 
wheat b usiness. 
An ab normally large crop means 
lower prices. 
A reduced jrteld means higher prices. 
The amount which the farmer receiv es generally re­ 
mains the same. And yet there are few farmers who 
do not rejoice ov er a large c« h> and correspondingly 
b ecome depressed when climatic conditions cut down 
hie yMd. It is a perfectly normal and natural reac­ 
tion for the creativ e Instinct is strong within all of us, 
and the v ast majority of farmera take a deep pride

Why should Mr. Coolid^ exchange his comfortab k 
status as a priv ate citizen, free to come and go as he 
pleases and to spend his time in such pursuits as he 
may find agreeab le, for another whirl at the politi­ 
cal game? 
He has already held the highest office to which an 
American citizen may aspire, and after serv ing in 
it has left a creditab le record of a successful adminis­ 
tration, with thd esteem and affection of the pwple 
following himself and his wife, upon their retire­ 
ment, b ack to their home in Northampton. His place 
in history is secure, and ev en though he might b e 
successful in making another b id for presidential 
honors he could hardly hope to add anything which 
would sub stantially enhance his prestige. 
On the 
other hand, many thin » could happen to diminish it. 
It appears, therefore, that Mr. Coolldge has chosen 
wisely In his determlnatlOTi to remain 
a priv ate 
citizen. 
HU post-admlnUtratlon career rather effectually 
answers the filly Ulk heard ev ery now and then that 
the United States ought to pension its ex-presidents, 
or hav e them serv e for life as senators at large, or 
in some adv isory capacity to the gov ernment. 
The country has more admiration and respect for 
plain Mr. and Mrs. Coolldge, liv ing quietly among their 
old friends and neighb ors in Vermont, than it would 
hav e for them a.s perpetual hangers-on in Washing­ 
ton. after leav ing the White Hou.se. It U in line with 
the b est American tradition that a president who 
comes from the ranks of the common people, as most 
of our presidents hav e done, should return thereto 
at the end of hU tenure. 
The salary of $75.000 
a year paid to the president, 
plus his annual allowance of $25,000 for trav eling ex­ 
penses. with an extensiv e retinue of attendants and 
serv ants ]Mdd b y the gov ernment, U not only ample 
to cov er hte family expenses at Washington, b ut also 
allows a sufficient margin for sav ing and inv estment, 
as has b een amply demonstrated in the case of Mr. 
Coolldge. The theory that 
a reUrlng president ta an 
ob ject of pub lic chwrlty and that the gov ernment 
I owes him a liv ing for the rest of his days ta not in 
accord with democratic principles. 
Mr. Coolldge not cmly sav ed a large part of hta of­ 
ficial salary, b ut the prmnlnence he still enjoys en­ 
ab les him to command a large Income from writing 
and in other ways. 
Doub tless he feels the same 
satisfaction in making hta own liv ing that anycme 
else would. Certainly th« people of the United States 
think a whole lot more of him as one of themselv es, 
earning hta keep b y personal effort, than they would 
U Mb were a pub lic pensioner.

Issued thta week, contains the encouraging Infcxroa- 
tion that there has b een nd appreciab le damage to 
wheat, altlH)ugh it has b een dry and windy during 
April. The fields are in good to excellent condition, 
A. E. Anderscm, the federal crop statistician declares, 
and with opportune rainfall sdiould b e expected to 
produre ab undantly. 
The situation does hav e a b earing upon the opera- 
tiont and ¡xrogram of the federal farm b oard, how­ 
ev er, its campaign to stimulate wheat prices has b een 
tar from satisfactory. 'Today, when wlwat should b e 
commanding the highest {» rice since the period Just 
in adv ance of the harv est ta usually one when the 
grain commands a good demand, prices are lower 
than a year ago. In spite of ev ery mov e which the 
b oard made, wheat continued to drop in price, owing 
to the huge accumulated 
surplus, until reports of 
crop damage were circulated. 
Now It ta likely that the b oard will point to adv anc­ 
ing wheat prices as a ix’oof that it has succeeded in 
its ob jectiv e.

European irorkers hav e f« : years b een astounded at 
the fact that those in the United SUtes hav e b een 
ab le $0 ride in automob iles and enjoy other things 
attainab le only* b y people of wealth in countries b e­ 
yond the seas. The ctmdlUon in thta country la the 
result of the payment of high wages, and if pros­ 
perity such as eidsts here could b e extended to the 
entire world there would b e no such thing as a sur­ 
plus of foodstuffs or manufactures anywhere. 
American manufacturers In inv ading Europe are 
introducing American methods, which Include higher 
xv ngei, and are thereb y increasing the b uying power 
of those whom they employ. Thta Increase in pur­ 
chasing power ta certain to radiate ov er the entire 
xxorld, and in a greater or lesser degree b e b eneficial 
to all. The estab lishment of autcxnob ile factories in 
Europe may, as a matter of fact result In the pur­ 
chase of more cars in the United States. 
For with a prosperous Europe, the countries on that 
continent wiU b uy more of the products of the United 
SUtes, and with the Increase of b usiness here Ameri­ 
cans will Inv ut in a greater numb er of cart. 'They 
will also b uy more of ev erything else, and Im ^ad of 
there b eing a dlmlnutkm of b usiness here there will 
b e an Increase.

vitamin G. 


The first announcemeiit of a vita- 


min effective against pellagra was 
made i:i 1927 by the late Dr Joseph 
Goldberger of tne U S hygienic 
laboratory 
He called it vitamin 
P-P and demonstrated that proper 
diet cures this often fatal disease.

Siamese Twins 
In Frogs Made 
By Scientists 


Iowa University Opera- 


tion Grafts Young 
Animals Together. 


IOWA CITY—(/P)—Twins are pro- 


duced at the University of Iowa by 
a surgical operation which grafts 
two young animals 
together 
as 


Siamese twins or other combina- 
tions hitherto unknown. 
This grafting is done only on ani- 
mals of a low order principally tad- 
poles and newts. Its purpose is to 
show certain relations between the 
sexes, particularly the dominance 
of male over female characteristics 


Making these strange twins is re- 


ported to the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science by 
prof. Emil Witschi of the univer- 
sity's department of zoology. 
The 


operation is called parabiosis. 
"The animals may be united side 


by side so that they appear like 
Siamese twins or one behind the 
other, forming chains," 
Professor 


Witschi says 
"Often in parabiosis only one ani- 


mal •"'ill feed Nevertheless its co- 
twin grows at the same rate, prov- 
ing the latter receives an abundant 
food supply through the establish- 
ed blood connections If the two ani- 
mals of a pair are of the 
same 


species they grok snd differentiate 
at the same rate. If they are of dif- 
ferent species, the faster growing 
one will dominate and direct de- 
velopment of the other." 
Leopard frogs are cited as 
< 
in I amples. They normally take 
four 
months for development, but they 
cut this timme in 
half 
when 
'twinned" with wood frogs, which 
lave a faster growing period. 
Professor Witschi finds definite 


dominance of male over female ele- 
ments.

(Iowa Univ ersity Opera­ 
tion Grafts Young 
Animals Together. 
IOWA CITY—i/P)—Twins are pro­ 
duced at the University of Iowa by 
a surgical operation which grafts 
two young 
animals 
together 
as 
Siamese twins or other comblna- 
tton.i hitherto unknown. 
This grafting Is done only on ani­ 
mals of a low order, principally tad­ 
poles and newt*. Its purpose Is to 
show certain relations between the 
sex es, particularly the dominance 
of male over female characteristics. 
Making these .sUange twins is re­ 
ported to the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science by 
prof. Emil Wltschl of the univer­ 
sity’s department of zoology. 
The 
operation Is called parabiosis. 
■’The animals may be united side 
by side so that they appear like 
Siamese twins or one behind the 
other, forming chains,” Professor 
Wltschl says. 
"Often In parabiosis only one ani­ 
mal will feed. Nevertheless its co- 
twin grows at the same rate, prov­ 
ing the latter receives an abundant 
food supply through the cstabllsh- 
I ed blood connections. If the two ani­ 
mals of a pair are of the same 
species they grok and differentiate 
at the same rate. If they are of dif­ 
ferent species, the faster growing 
one will dominate and direct de­ 
velopment of the other.”
